House Criticism of Senate—Nelll-Reyn- 
olds Report Welded Together Un- 
der the President’s Direction.

FIVE HURT IN AUTO SMASH.

SPENCER, Mass., June 2.—Five persons 
were hurt in an automobile accident here 
to-day, some of the injuries being serious. 
The big machine was wrecked. The party 
consisted of Robert Wallace, an employe 
of the firm of Forbes & Wallace, Spring- 
field; John Carroll, two women friends of 
Boston, and Christopher A. Currie, the 
chauffeur.

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EXPRESS ENGINE FALLS 
INTO HACKENSACK RIVER 


Passengers on Pennsylvania Fast 
Train Have a Narrow Escape. 
Saat 


ONLY THE ENGINEER HURT 


The Fireman Saved Himself by Swim- 
ming When the Locomotive 
Plunged Through 
Open Drawbridge. 


The locomotive of an express train 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad plunged 
into the Hackensack River, just outside 
of Jersey City, yesterday afternoon. 
There were thirty-one passengers on the 
train, but only the engineer was in- 
jured, and he escaped with two sprained 
ankles, sustained in jumping from the 
locomotive just before it fell. The fire- 
man stayed in the cab, but saved him- 
self by swimming. The locomotive, a 
new and powerful one, is buried deep in 
the mud, the trucks and under works 
of two Pullman cars are badly damaged, 
and a dining car is a complete wreck. 

The train which met with the accident 
is known as the second section of the 
St. Louls Express, and was due in Jersey 
City at 2:40 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. It was somewhat late, and the en- 
gineer was making up time on the mea- 
dows. The bridge across the river was 
closed, and the signals were set for him 
to go ahead. The conductor of the train 
said that the signals were changed after 
the locomotive hit the bridge. 

When the locomotive ran on to the 
bridge there was a roar of escaping 
steam, and a crash as the train came to 
a stop. The conductor, followed by the 
passengers, ran to the forward cars and 
found the locomotive tender hanging over 
the river, the coupling ring connecting it 
with the engine having parted. Only the 
cab of the locomotive could be seen 
above the surface of the water. The 
engineer was lying beside the track, un- 
able to stand because of his injured 
ankles. Three negro porters were im- 
prisoned in the wrecked dining car. They 
were badly frightened, but unhurt. They 
had a@ narrow escape, as the dining car 
had mounted the trucks of two Pullman 
cars which were piled up tn front of it. 

It is not known how the accident oc- 
curred, but one theory is that the draw 
was not entirely closed when the engine 
approached it, and the jar of the driving 
wheels of the locomotive opened it still 
further. 

It will be twenty-four hours before the 
wreck has been cleared from the bridge, 
and in the meantime passenger trains 
will uge the freight bridge further up the 
river.

“The Mesa lumber yard burned, and 
Metcalf and brother killed defending prop- 
erty. Eleven Mexicans killed during dis- 
turbances, and number wounded not 
known. No other Americans killed. Gov- 
ernor of Sonora, with troops, will arrive 
in morning. 

“ We have the situation well in hand. 
Smelting and concentrating plants unin- 
sured. 

‘*Troubl? incited by Socialistic organi- 
zation that has been formed here by mal- 
contents opposed to Diaz Government. Ex- 
pect plants to be running full capacity to- 
morrow. Bisbee, Douglas, and Naco 
have sent 200 volunteers to aid in presery- 
ing order.

Mr. Robbins said that the Mesa lumber 
yard was one of the smallest of the yarda, 
and was located several miles from the 
main plant. 


EX-ROUGH RIDER IN COMMAND, 


Capt. Rynning of the Rangers Heads 
Posse—Fighting at Frontier. 


NACO, Arizona, June 2.—A telephone 
message was recelved from Cananea at 
8:30 A. M. to-day, reporting that peage 
has been restored there. ‘ 

Gov. Ysabl of Sonora arrived here this 
morning at 7:30 o'clock, and at 8 o'clock 
started on a special train for Cananega 
with a posse of 500 armed Americans from 
Bisbee, Douglas, and all parts of Arizona 
in command of Capt. Thomas Rynning, 
former Captain of the Rough Riders and 
now commander of the Arizona Rangers. 

Four troops of United States cavalry 
arrived in Naco this afternoon from Fort 


| Huachuca, and have camped on the Amer= 


ican side of the line. The troops are under 
strict orders not to cross the line until] 
permission has been received from Presie 
dent Roosevelt. 

Further details of yesterday's rioting 
indicate that the Mexicans burned prop- 
erty valued at $250,000, including the lum- 
ber yards and general offices of the 
Greene Mining Company. The Mexicans 
then left the lumber yard and dynamited 
a powder house near the Sonora Hotel to 
obtain arms and ammunitk Here the 
Mexican police attacked the mob, and @ 
fierce battle ensued. 

Col. Greene's residence was barricaded, 
and armed Americans rallied there. The 
Presbyterian Church, near the Greene 
residence, was also filled with people and 
barricaded. The Americans were seri- 
ously handicapped by lack of ammunition.

Amendments Stand — Report 
Made in Both Houses. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—In practically 
all essential details the conferrees on the 
| Railroad Rate bill agreed to the measure 
as it was passed by the Senate. The re- 
port was signed at about 4 P. M., and 
almost immediately presented to both 
houses. ‘Senator Tillman, Chairman of the 
Senate conferrees, gave notice that he will 
urge prompt action. 

The Senate receded from six amend- 
|ments, two of which merely change the 
number of sections, while twenty-eight 
of its amendments were retained ver- 
batim, and the remaining seventeen were 
retained under different phraseology. 
| The first amendment to the bill ts that 
|} making pipe lines common carriers. It is 


| stricken out and included in the amend- 
;}ment making express companies common 
| carriers. Sleeping car companies having 
{been eliminated, the amendment now 
| reads: 
The term common carrier,’’ as used in this 
j}act, shall include express companies and all 
| persons or corporations engaged in the trans- 
| portation of ofl by pipe lines, or partly by pipe 
| ines and partly by reilroad, or partly by pipe 
| lines and partly by water. 

The next amendment is that prohibiting

The Elkins commodity amendment was 
retained practically in the form originally 
agreed upon, and the provision later in- 
serted eliminating timber and the manu- 
factured products thereof from its ap- 
plication was stricken out.

The requirement that common carriers

private side tracks was amended to 
include the applications of lateral or 
branch lines of railroads. This provision 
was offered in the Senate, but was not 
adopted, and the statement was made to- 
day that objection will be made when the 
conference report comes up. 

The Senate receded from what is known 
as the “Jim Crow” amendment, which 
declared that equally good service and 
accommodations should be given to ali 
parsons paying the same compensation 
for inter-State transportation of passen- 
gers.

MAY BOMBARD THE CZAR. 
Fear That Disaffected Sailors at Kron- 


stadt Will Capture Guns. ~ 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 2.—Several 


strong searchlights have been mounted on 
the fortifications of Kronstadt to com- 
mand the palace at Peterhof, and a 
guardship has been stationed just off 
shore. These precautions indicate the 
extent o7 the Inquietude for the safety of 
the imperial family. 

Revolutionary agitation among the 
sailors at Kronstadt is reported to be 
rempant, and the fear is expressed that 
they mnay capture and train some of the 
guns On the Emperor's palace across the 
bay. 

Two days of debate on the burning ques- 
tion in Russia—the satisfaction of the 
land-hunger of the peasantry—has demon- 
strated that the Lower House of Parlia- 
ment, which proposes to solve the ques- 


| tion irrespective of the wishes of the Gov- 


ernment, bas no longer plain sailing 
ahead. With the discussion even of gen- 
eral principles a divergence of views has 
developed which threatens to split the 
Constitutional Democratic 
majority and possibly to wreck the party. 

The Government, in its enjoyment of 
the spectacle of its enemies fighting 
among themselves, seems oblivious to the 
fact that failure to find a solution of the 
question, no matter on whose shoulders 
the responsibility falls, will arouse the 
peasantry to fury. All reports agree that 
the mujiks are land mad and are think- 
ing and talking of nothing else but the 
coming allotment. Even the porters in 
St. Petersburg, who belong to the peas- 
ant class, are arranging to return to the 
villages as soon as the grand distribution 
is made.

The mounted | 
squad, the harbor squad, and the bicycle 
policemen: carried batons and wore belts. 

A crowd of fully 100,000 men, women, and 
children lined the sidewalks from the Bat- 
tery, where the parade started, to the 
end of the line of march. There were | 
many relatives of the policemen who fol- | 
lowed the parade from start to finish, 
marking time to the music of the ten} 
|} bands that were distributed among the } 
| different divisions. Inspector Moses Cort- 
right,@who acted ag Grand Marshal, was 
utcended by a staff of seven Captains, to- 
gether with the Chief Surgeon of the de- 
partment, John J. Quigley, and the two 
Police Chaplains, the Rey. John P. Chid- 
wick and the Rev. John A. Wade. After 
them came the members of the Honor! 
Company, known as the hero squad, com- 
posed of tnembers of the police force who 
have received medals for valor and brav- 
ery in the past fifteen years. Sergt. 
Frederick §tahl, the winner of the ‘9§ 
Rhinelander medal, was in command. 

The men marched in double file, sixteen 
abreast, filling the roadway from curb to 
curb.

DISINFECTION 
OF 
CLOSED HOUSES. 


Every house should be thor- 
oughly disinfected at least once 
every six months. Early in June 
and early in December are the 
best times; one coming just be- 
fore the hot weather, when many 
Close up the house for the sum- 
mer, the other at the beginning 
of the period when we spend the 
greatest amount of time indoors. 

There is infection everywhere ; 
micro-organisms that cause disease 
are to be found in the most care.

BEYOND REACH OF WRITS. 


Court Doubts If Dead Man Can Be 
Served by Publication. 


Supreme Court Justice Bischoff, while 
sitting in Special Term, Part II., one day 


an opportunity to enlighten a lawyer on 
the intricacies of the marriage laws. 

The lawyer, representing a woman clil- 
ent, asked for an order to serve by pub- 
lication or registered letter the summons 
in a suit for the annulment of her mar- 
riage. The woman's husband had dis- 
appeared after they had lived together 
two years, and she had heard nothing 
from him since. 

The woman declared that she believed

her husband was dead; she had received | 


reports to that effect. It was inti- 
mated that she desired to marry again, 
and that she wanted to get her first 
marriage annulled in case she, might be 
mistaken about her husband's death. 

Justice Bischoff explained that if a 
husband or wife disappeared, and was 
aot heard of for five years, the person 
abandoned may marry again, and the 
marriage is lawful. If the missing party 
to the first marriage reappears, the sec- 
ond marriage remains valid unless some 
one of the three interested parties sees 
fit to bring a suit for a dissolution. 

The only legal ground on which a sult 
for the annulment of a marriage may be 
based are where deceit or coercion are 
employed, or where a party to the mar- 
riage has a husband and wife known to 


be living and no divorce has been ob- 
tained. 

The application in the case referred to 
called on Justice Bischoff to name the 
newspaper in which the summons should 
be published. 

‘*Tt ig set forth in the affidavit,"’ said 
Justice Bischoff to the woman's lawyer, 
“that your client knows, or has been 
informed,*that her husband is dead. I 
do not see, therefore, how the court can 
grant an order for the service of the 
summons by publication or registered 
letter. If he is dead he can only be in 
one of two places. The United States 
Postal Service does not extend to either 

lace, and if the service is to be pub- 
ished, I do not know of any New York 
newspaper that has a circulation in either 
place.”’ 


FAGAN FIGHTS EXCISE BOARD. 


Tells Them Licenses Must Be Doubled 
or They’ll Be Ousted. 


Mayor Fagan of Jersey City served no- 
tice on the members of the local Excise 
Board yesterday that those who refuse to 
double the liquor license fee from July 1 
will be forced out of the board. The 
Mayor is said to have taken from the 
Excise Commissioners at the time of their 
appointments their undated resignations, 
and so the threat may be effective. 

Two of the four board members—one 
the owner of three saloons and the other 
representing a German section of the 
city—are sald to have informed him that 
they will neither resign nor increase the 
fee. 

The present fee is §250. Mayor Fagan 
and his Cabinet have decided to make 
the 1,100 liquor men in the city pay $500 
for the renewal of their licenses on July 1. 
The liquor dealers have sent delegations 
to him to protest, and they are putting 
the board members under pressure to re- 
sist attempts to increase the fee. 

The Mayor's board is to be superseded 
on July 4 by a board to be named by 
Judge Blair of the County Court under 
the new State excise law passed by the 
Legislature of last Winter. The County 
Liquor Dealers’ Association has asked 
the Mayor to leave the matter of increase 
| of license fee to the new board. But the 


Mayor says that the city needs the in- 
creased revenue to keep the tax rate 
down. The city officials estimate that 
about 200 saloons will be forced out of 
| business by the increase; and that from 
|} the remaining 900 the city will derive a 
revenue of $450,000, In place of the $275,- 
| 000 taken in under the $250 fee. 


| VETERAN’S WIFE MISSING.

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Says Belmont — Engineer Rice 
Has Some Opinions. 


i 
No more of the so-called fireproof cars 


constructed of wood covered with a thin} 
copper sheathing are to be ordered for 
use in the Subway. All-steel cars to be | 
built will be the rule hereafter. Further- | 
more, the steel cars are to be made even} 
more fireproof by replacing the present} 
rattan woven cushions and wooden floor- 
ings with non-inflammable materials. 
These are the lessons which the offi- 
cials of the Metropolitan-Interborough 
Railway system admitted yesterday they 
had learned from the Subway accident of 
last Friday evening, when a collision be- | 
tween two empty trains on a storage 
track between 103d and 110th Streets re- 
sulted in the partial burning of several 
supposedly fireproof cars and the filling 
of a considerable section of the Subway 
with dense smoke, nearly suffocating 


Longworth found that one of her/trainloads of stalled passengers on their 


way home. 

Most of the officers of the Interborousk 
Company were ready yesterday to talk 
about the accident and to discuss the 
steps which should be taken to prevent 
another of the same kind. On two points 
in particular they were all agreed: First, 
that the one steel car in the wreck, which 
was the first (the motor) car on the mov- 
ing train that caused the trouble stood 
the fire satise‘actorily, and, second, that 
Deputy Fire Chief Binns was quite mis- 
taken if he said that the copper-sheathed 
cars were really nothing but wood, 
bronzed over to imitate copper. 

According to General Manager Hedley, 
the company is operating only two kinds 
of cars in the Subway—all-steel cars and 
these copper-sheathed cars. There are 
800 of the former and 500 wf the latter. 

“The only really wooden car we have 
in use,’ declared Mr. Hedley last night, 
“‘is Mr. Belmont’s private car, Mineola. 
Deputy Chief Binns was strangely mis- 
taken.” 

President August Belmont of the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Company is thor- 
oughly in favor of using hereafter nothing 
but steel cars in the Subway. 

‘“*T am ready to say,”’ he declared yes- 
terday, ‘“‘that we shall put no more of 
the old type of cars into the Subway. 
From now on all cars ordered for the 
Subway lines will be made of steel, and 
will be absolutely fireproof. But we can't 
afford to throw away the copper-sheathed 
cars we have on hand now. They are too 
heavy for the elevated structures, yet 
they are not by any means ready for the 
scrap heap.”’ 

“The public should not forget,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Belmont, “that the accident 
of last Friday night was really what Is 
known as a yard accident; that is, it was 
a collision between empty trains, both 
of which were being run by the switch- 
ing force. Men can never be induced to 
be as careful In switching empty cars 
as in handling trains loaded with passen- 
gers. 

‘Another point to be noted is that our 
independent lighting system in the Sub- 
way continued unaffected for half an hour 
after the collision occurred. The public 
can always be assured that, whatever ac- 
cident may happen in the Subway, pas- 
sengers will always have light enough to 
find their way to the nearest station.” 

Vice President E. P. Bryan declared 
that some reports of the accident had been 
overcolored. The statement attributed 
to Chief Binns that the copper sheathing 
on the cars was not copper, but bronze 
paint, he characterized as nonsense. 

‘*The copper sheathing stood the flames 
remarkably well,” said Mr. Bryan. ‘‘ You 
can see the strips of it intact. The motor, 
brakes, and governing machinery of the} 
cars are still in good condition. Only two | 
cars were badly damaged. But the steel 
car came out in good shape. The tremen- 
dous heat generated by the short circuits | 
was enough to fire any known metal.”’ 

Mr. Bryan intimated that there was 
more smoke than flame, and that most| 
of the former came from burning insula- | 
tion and from the wooden covering of | 
the third rail. The Interbcrough officials | 
gave no outsiders a chance to see the 
damaged cars. As soon as possible after 
the accident they were hauled away to 
the vards, and only employes of the com- | 
pany were allowed a sight of them. 

General Manager Hedley seemed to re- 
gard the accident as barren of any les- | 
sons the company had not already learned 
from previous experiences. 

‘*A vghort circuit and the consequent in- 
tense heat will always produce just such | 
a result as that of last Friday,” he said. | 
‘Metal itself will burn under such cir- | 
cumstances,’” said Mr. Hedley, and 

] 


“I don’t see that 
the accident has proved the cars any less 
fireproof than we have considered them.” | 

Chief Engineer Rice of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission expressed himself, how- 
ever, as convinced that even the steel cars 
may be made more fireproof than they are 
at present. 

‘“*I feel sure,” said Mr. Rice, ‘‘ that be-| 
fore long the Subway lines will operate 
only steel cars without a particle of in- 
flammable material in their construction. 
The copper-sheathed type with the wooden 
core has proved itself inadequate. The 
steel cars are heavier and more expen- 


sive. They welgh three or four tons 
more than the wooden frame kind. Of 
course the company~-will not begrudge 
the expense, but it can’t throw away the 
S00 sheathed cars it has now.” 

Mr. Rice said he had no idea how much | 
time the replacing process might be ex-/ 
pected to consume. So it may be some 
time before the last wooden, copper-cov- 
ered car rolls from the Battery to the 
Tronx.

LOCK-OUT FOR 12,000 MEN | 
IN BUILDING TRADE WAR 


Bosses to Take Action Wednes- | 
day If Carpenters Stay Out. 


OPEN SHOP FOR PAINIERS 


Masters In Both Trades Say Agree-| 
ments to Abide by Umpires’ Decli- 
sions Were Violated by the Men.

In spite of the prospect of peace in the} 
building trades when the present season | 
opened, a new building trade war is lke- | 
ly to begin this week which will render | 
12,000 carpenters idle throughout the city, 
and incidentally force idleness upon many | 
workers in other trades. 

The Master Carpenters’ Association | 
notified the Greater New York District | 
Council of the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
yesterday that if the carpenters who are /| 
on strike in Brooklyn against members of | 
the association do not return to work on} 
Tuesday a general lock-out of the car-| 
penters, involving 12,000 men, will go into 
effect on Wednesday morning. 

The Master Painters’ Association, whose 
employes remain on strike in violation of 
the arbitration agreement, will to-mor- 
row start work with new men on the 
open-shop basis, by the authority of the | 
Building Trades Employers’ Association. | 
The painters who are on strike were 
twice ordered to return to work by the 
employers and refused to obey the order | 
before the employers took this action. 

A special meeting of the Master Car-| 
penters’ Association was held yesterday 
in the Building Trades Club, 1,123 Broad- 
way, to discuss the situation. Lewis | 
Harding, President of the Master Car-| 
penters’ Association, said that any fur-| 
ther action to be taken by the employers | 
would depend on the carpenters. 

“An agreement had been made, to go/| 
into effect on July 1, by which the car- 
penters in the five boroughs were to get 
an advance in wages of 30 cents a day,” 
he said. ‘‘ This agreement was thought 
ambiguous at first because the Manhattan 
carpenters only were first mentioned. A 
conference took place at which delegates | 
of all the boroughs attended. The men 
from the other boroughs insisted on a 
proportionate advance, and this was 
agreed to. Then the strike of the carpen- 
ters took place. At the time the first 
agreement was made to increase the 
wages of the Manhattan carpenters on | 
July 1 we had practically no carpenters 
working in the other boroughs. Now 
when we have or had men working in 
Brooklyn the carpenters want first to 
jack up the wages to Manhattan prftes, 
and get the advance of 30 cents a day on |} 
those rates. The matter was referred to | 
an arbitration board composed of both | 
employers and employes, and both sides | 
agreed in writing to submit the question 
to Judge Gaynor, both sides to abide by 
Lis decision. His decision was that the | 
wages In all boroughs remain as they are | 
until July 1, when the advance was to go 
The carpenters have not any 
claim to consideration when they deliber- 
ately refuse to accept the decision of Jus- 
tice Gaynor after they agreed beforehand 
to accept it.”’ 

In explanation of the circumstances un- 
der which the Master Painters’ Associa- | 
tion decided to apply to the Board of 
Governors of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association for authority to be- 
gin work on the open-shop basis, the 
Master Painters’ Association the 
following statement last night: 

‘The Brotherhood of Painters demand- | 
ed an increase in the wage rate that the |

prominent part in the ancient Greek dramas. The 
chorus is composed of members of the University 
Glee Club. They have been trained by B. G. Willard, 
instructor in public speaking. Mr. Willard and Mr, 
Riddle, assisted by A. S. Hills, instructor in public 
speaking, have codched the principals. 

As has been said, the “‘ Agamemnon” will be given 
out of doors in the Stadium. This immense structure 
is built in the form of an ellipse with one end open, 
The spectators of the play will be seated in the curve 
of the Stadium. Fronting them will be a simple 
structure representing the palace at Argos, occupied 
by Queen Clytaemnestra during the absence of the 
King at Troy. This palace will serve also as a sound- 
ing board. The back scene will be of moderate 
height, and its temporary character will recall the 
primitive Attic drama. On each side of the royal 
palace there will be a passage leading to the orches- 
tra, situated between the front row of seats, and the 
palace, which, with it, form practically a tangent. In 
this circuJar space, about 65 feet in diameter, with its 
periphery marked by an apparent curbstone, chorus 
and actors alike will perform on the natura! earth 
their several parts. In the centre of this circle will 
be erected the thymele or altar of Dionysos, under 
which—not near which as in ancient times—the mu- 
siclans and the prompter (a personage unknown to 
the Greeks) will be stationed.

The costumes for the play are elaborate. The 
Queen, Clytaemnestra, appears in purple and gold; 
Agamemnon, her husband, just home from the Tro- 
jan war, in the panoply of a Greek General; in his 
train follow Cassandra and other Trojan captives, 
both men and women, wearing Oriental dress, which 
contrasts sharply with the simple costume of the 
Greeks. The old men of Argos, who make up the 
chorus, are in stately robes of white or subdued 
colors. The properties are equally costly and varied. 
They include sacrificial vessels, wands, wreaths, hel- 
mets, spears, and shields, all specially prepared after 
designs based on Greek vase paintings of the best 
period. Finally, there are two chariots, constructed 
after much thought and experiment on the basis of 
the rather meagre evidence concerning practical de- 
tails which the ancient monuments, especially the 
frieze of the Parthenon, furnish. These chariots 
will be drawn by small cream-colored Norwegian 
horses with hogged manes. These animals, which 
closely resemble those used by the Greeks, will be 
provided by Warren Delano, Jr., of New York, a Har- 
vard graduate, who breeds them. They have been 
trained to the yoke. The care and attention given to 
these details indicate the accuracy of the whole pro-

The “ Agamemnon” forms part of the trilogy on 
the fortunes of the house of Atreus. The Greek plays 
were always given with three separate plays, form- 
ing a continuous plot; the trilogy of which the “ Aga- 
memnon” is a part is the only extant example of 
this. * 

At the beginning of the “ Agamemnon,” the first 
of the series of the trilogy, the hero’s return from 
Troy is anxiously awaited at Argos. The play opens 
with a nocturnal view of the palace at Mycenae, from 
the roof of which a watchman details in picturesque 
prologue the long weariness of his watch for the bea- 
con light that should announce the fall of Troy. At 
length, seeing the beacon flash out, he shouts the 
good news to the people in the palace, but not with- 
out a dark word of foreboding for the future, Twelve 
old men of Mycenae, who form the chorus, now file 
through a side passage into the orchestra, chanting 
as they march, 
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During the sofig Clytaemnestra comes from the 
palace to make a thank offering to the gods, and as 
the chorus concludes its chant she describes In a 
magnificent passage the progress of the beacon fires 
from .peak to peak. Clytaemnestra then enters the 
palace, and the first episode comes to a close. 

In the ode which follows the chorus thanks the 
gods for the victory, whereby the crime of Paris is 
avenged. At the entrance of the dust-covered mes- 
sengers the elders resume their places by the altar, 
and the second episode begins. 

The messenger bids them prepare a loyal welcome 
for Agamemnon, Clytaemnestra then appears and 
tells of her joy at the knowledge of her husband’s 
victorious home-coming. After the departure of the 
messenger, who, before leaving, recounts the storms 
that scattered the Greek fleet, the chorus sings the 
second stasima., 

The third episode opens with the approach of Aga- 
memnon and his train. The King, seated in his char- 
fot, greets the gods of the land, and acknowledges 
the welcome given him by the chorus. Clytaemnes- 
tra appears, followed by attendants carrying rich 
clothes of purple. She describes the anxiety which 
she had felt for the King’s safety, and tells how she 
sent Orestes, the pledge and symbol of their plighted 
troth, to the home of a distant friend, that he might 
not be exposed to danger in case of a revolt in the 
land. Agamemnon, enjoining the Queen to treat 
kindly the captive maiden Cassandra, descends from 
his chariot and enters the palace, 

In the fourth episode Clytaemnestra roughly or- 
ders Cassandra, Priam's daughter, whom Agamem- 
non had chosen from the spoils of war, to enter the 
palace and begin her life of slavery. The captive re- 
mains silent in her chariot for a time. Resolving to 

meet death bravely, however, she finally enters the

Mr. Morgan attends very few Directors’ meetings.

His son, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., gener- 
ally goes up and down town in a variety of traps 
drawn by a team of horses, which he invariably 
drives himself. 

H. H. Rogers, “ John D.” Senior’s chief Meutenant 
in the Standard Oil octopus, rides in the elevated 
trains. William Rockefeller is also a patron of the 
Same means of local transportation when in New 
York. 

James Stillman, President of the National City 
Bank and one of the most prominent figures in the 
Standard Oil group, rides regularly to and from his 
office in the Standard Oil bank in Sixth Avenue ele- 
vated trains. A carriage is never seen in front of the 
City Bank waiting for its chief executive. He walks 
to and from the Rector Street station, which is near- 
ly three blocks. 

Jacob H. Schiff, head of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., regularly travels up and down town on the Man- 
hattan lines. 

George J. Gould, President of the Manhattan Rail- 
way before it was leased to the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company, makes use of the cars of the for- 
mer company when living in his Fifth Avenue man- 
gion. Because, however, of his marked fondness for 
the country and outdJoor sports, notably polo and 
tennis, this young man, whom the late Jay Gould left 
in charge of many millions, spends more time at

The most modest and abstemious of monarchs was 
the late King Christian of Denmark, whose royal 
menu had only three or four dishes, and was written 
out, probably by the chef. 

The menu of the state dinner given to their royal 
Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales at the 
Government House, Malabar Point, Bombay, during 
their recent visit to India, a little more elab- 
orate. The menus of British royalty are all quite 
simple, however, as the menus at Windsor Castle 
and Sandringham clearly demonstrate. They are 
printed on white card, with the royal arms in gold 
above. 

Of course, on the occasion of the coronation feast 
at Guildhall a specially beautiful menu commemo- 
rates the event. 

The menu of a dinner given by ex-President Lou- 
bet “aux officiers du Corps Expeditionaire de Chine,” 
though elaborate, has the stamp of French taste and 
delicacy. The only emblem of rank about it ts the 
initials of the ex-President in one corner. 
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In India, where one Maharajah honors another at 
a state feast, it is customary to print three or four 
menus for the different castes represented at the 
dinner. Each caste is condemned to a certain style of 
food, so that there are denials at one table and 
extravagances at another. The menu used by the 
Maharajah of Baroda (now visiting this country) on 
the occasion of a feast given to the Maharajah Scin- 
diya of Gwalior, is in Sanskrit, and when translated 
into phonetic sounds would disturb even Mr. Car- 
negie’s most expert Scotch dialect. There is always 
a French translation of the menu accompanying the 
Sanskrit version. 

A @inner given by King Humbert of Italy to the 
diplomats and officers of state at the Quirinal, and 
the menu of a@ supper served at a ball given there 
later by King Victor Emmanuel reveal no domestic 
reduction of expense {in the Court life in Rome. They 
are neither of them elaborate, and neither have as 
much oulinary originality as one might find at any 
high-class restaurant in New York. 

The only item on the menu of a dinner given by 
the Danish Consul at Amoy, China, that is at all 
suggestive of locality is “ pigeon pie,” though it is 
not spelled in pigeon English. 

His Imperial Majesty Kaiser Wilhelm II. of Ger- 
many enjoyed a breakfast at the New Palace in Pots- 
dam one bright May morning in 1898 which must 
have been exceedingly tasty. It Is printed in script 
type of the German character on a white card bound 
with a frame in gold. With the invariable modesty 
of this great ruler the menu bears the significant an- 
nouncement at the top, “ The Royal Breakfast.” No 
other ruler has had the assurance to accomplish this 
in menu literature, but the Kaiser desires no forget- 
fulness of his imposing character—even at his own 
private breakfast table. 

When Secretary Taft was in Seoul the Emperor 
of Korea dined in person with the American party, it 
being his first meal in public with foreign ladies. The 
menu of this dinner is in the Korean language, and 
his Majesty has since gone into retirement. The 
food, which was Korean, resembled that which is 
served on Chinese tables. Only rats from the im- 
perial household, it is said, were served on this occa- 
sion. 

A luncheon given by the Emperor of Japan at 
Tokio to Secretary Taft was printed in the Japanese 
character, but at the banquet the menu was in 
French, 
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Perhaps the most interesting menu of the “ But- 
tolph Collection ” is a Christmas meal served in 1870 
at the Café Voisin during the siege of Paris. The 
Hon. Capt. Bingham, Journal of the Siege of 
Paris” describes the quality of the menu in this way: 

“There has been a feeble attempt on the part of 
the English colony to be merry and indulge in the 
festivities of the season. It cheered the heart, how- 
ever, even to pass by the great butchers’ shops at the 
top of the Faubourg St. Honoré, and see the exhibi- 
tion of fancy meat, the product country 
from Indus to the Pole. of course, came 
from the Zoological Gardens, and purchasers hovered 
between a prime piece of white bear or a bit of the 
patient dromedary.”

Saturn on the 6th reaches the half-way post be- 
tween corjunction and opposition, quadrature, as it 
is asironemically called, which makes him about six 
hours ahead of the sun in rising. He has been grad- 
ually growing larger and will continue so to do until 
early in September, when he will be in opposition 
and once again become an evening star. Saturn has 
several satellites which revolve outside the ring sys- 
tem; the largest, called Titan, having been estimated 
as midway between Mercury and Mars in size, is a 
very respectable planet in and of itself,

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How to Make a Museum Popular and Practical 


Dr. Bumpus of the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory Tells of the New Methods in That Institution. «

“Do you consider the present system of marking 
exhibits satisfactory? ’’ Dr. Bumpus was asked. 
“That is one great error into which museums 
have fallen,” said Dr. Bumpus. “ You see, putting a 
lot of specimens of birds, for instance, in cases and 
marking them with their scientific names is of small 
benefit to most persons who visit museums. Now, 
we have begun an entire rearrangement of our ex- 
hibits on a different basis. It is not enough to say 
‘This is a sandhill crane.” For the pérson who 
knows nothing about sandhill cranes such a statc- 
ment hardly possesses passing interest, and certainly 
does not make an informative impression. On the 
contrary, if in the exhibit the sandhill crane is shown 
in the surroundings in which it lives, and the exhibit 
is arranged to show the method of nesting, general 
habits, other interesting facts, the person who 
sees what is shown is interested at once, and, the 
chances are, remembers what he sees, 5 
eS.

“We have one exhibit illustrating a section of 
Cobb’s- Island, off the Virginia coast, and the birds 
to be found there.

At the portal of the tunnel the train runs into 
daylight, and the passenger may see carved upon the 
massive entrance the name of Fort George, with the 
date 1776—not strictly in keeping, since that particu- 
lar fortification was not so named until about 1780. 

Looking east, the view takes in the still wooded 
side of Laurel Hill, up which very steeps the British 
Guards and Light Infantry charged on Nov. 16, 1776, 
in the bloody hand-to-hand fight, in which poor Will- 
iam Baxter, Colonel of the Flying Camps of Penn- 
sylvahia Associates, fell; with many another gallant 
patriot, in defending the little fort that crowned the 
hill where mew the great Casino covers fort and de- 
fenders’ bones alike, 

At Dyckman Street the station affords an excel- 
lent point of survey over the flatlands that stretch 
north and west to the wooded Inwood or Cock Hill. 
Immediately below and east is Sherman’s Creek, now 
being changed from its old marshy outline into a city 
dock. 

This, the old “ half creek” of the early Dutch set- 
tlers, washes the foot of Fort George hill, which they 
knew as the Ronde-vlys-berg, or Round Meadow hill, 
and forms the southerly boundary of the Ronde-vly 
itself. 

Its extreme northeasterly point, where it de- 
bouches into the Great Kill, or Harlem. River,.was 
the site_of a large British and Hessian camp, from 
which many vivid mementos of military life have 
been recently taken, among the most remarkable 
being a halberd, discovered by Mr. Calver, a relic of 
mediaevalism, which even in Revolutionary times 
was rare. Eastward, the one-time salt meadows are 
cut by Nagel and Sherman Avenues, the ruined dwel- 
lings of those early settlers no longer visible, though 
the apple trees which surrounded the one-time home 
of Bastiaen Michiéelsen Kortright may still be seen in 
bloom each Spring season. 

The view in this direction affords a lovely peep 
of the Palisades between the north end of Mount 
Washington and the south end of North River or 
Inweod Hill, through which gap Dyckman Street ex- 
tends its asphalted course to Tubby Hoek, ‘ 


the part of New Yorkers and others who have visited 
the public museums that there was little except a 
catalogue and the gencral knowledge most persons 
possess to show what exhibits were. Thousands have 
kept away from these institutions just on that ac- 
count, because they were not students, and did not 
care to go to see exhibits whose real value could only 
be learned by making a tiresome degree of effort. 
Public criticism of this nature has by no means been 
confined to New York, but has becn equally pointed 
concerning the National Museum at Washington, 
supposed to'be the finest institution of the sort that 
the United States affords. It was Iceft to Dr. Bumpus, 
however, to inaugurate this new movement, which 
will unquestionably revolutionize museum methods in 
general. 

In speaking of the general arrangement of ex- 
hibits under the new plan Dr. Bumpus said: “ Take 
the exhibit illustrating the chase of the buffalo by 
the Indian. At the back of the case under the old 
plan would be an arrangement of weapons with posi- 
tively nothing readily to indicate their purpose. Nat- 
urally the visitor saw little to interest. Now, if we 
mark these weapons in such fashion that they can 
be understood, and place on the case a printed de- 
scription of the case’s contents, and, briefly, an out- 
line of the purpose of the various articles, the visitor, 
practically without effort, can learn much concerning 
a subject regarding which, the chances are, he knows 
littl or nothing at all. Not only that, but he is in- 
terested, and the facts have been presented to him 


in s0 simple a way that he will remember the essen- 
tials. 4 


“Take a look at the collections of minerals. They 
are magnificent, reflecting high credit upon collectors 
and curator, but to place in a case a host of speci- 
mens so near alike that it takes the eye of a mineral- 
ogist to detect the difference is doing the public no 
benefit. You will notice that each specimen bears 
its proper title, also unintelligible to the layman, 
Thus, practically, so far as purposes of exhibition are 
concerned, the marking is of small value. The public 
does not know the significance of the marking, while 
the mineralogist knows the specimen for what it is 
without consulting the inscription upon it. 

“Here, again, we have the same old difficulty—an

to be either chattel mortgages or assignments of 
wages. We have started a vigorous campaign 
against these despoilers of the poor.

“One of the greatest difficulties is to distinguish 
between deserving and undeserving cases.

The most interesting and picturesque branch of 
the Legal Aid Society is situated In a large, comfort- 
able room on the first floor of the University Settle- 
ment Building, at the corner of Eldridge and Riving- 
ton Streets. William Michaelson, attorney, directs 
the work here, assisted by Arthur Rosenberg, both of 
whom speak German fluently. They thoroughly un- 
derstand the conditions prevailing in the district, 
and see both the bright and dark sides of life among- 
the poor. This work has no connection whatever 
with the Settlement work. 

“No greater mistake was ever made,” said Mr. 
Michaelson, “ than to suppose this is the ‘ slums,’ for 
that word at once indicates the criminal class. Peo- 
ple living in this part of New York are industrious, 
prosperous, and well-meaning citizens. As the 
younger generation are showing marked ability, the 
east side problems will eventually be settled by the 
east siders themselves. In the meantime foreigners 
are pouring into this country so rapidly that it is 
impossible for them to grasp the meaning of our laws 
and customs at once, and impossible for even the 
prosperous east siders to render all the help neces- 
sary. For the benefit of the whole city and country 
it is important that something be done for the ig- 
norant foreigners to make them good citizens. 

“Several times I have been asked whether the 
Legal Aid Society does not promote litigiousness 
among a veople already noted for a proneness to liti- 
gate upon the slightest grounds. I am inclined to 
think that it does not, for we make a great effort to 
settle all difficulties out of court. When applicants 
come to us solely for the purpose of ‘ getting even’ 
they usually give some evidence of it before the suit

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On the summit once stood two of the little Amer- 
ican redoubts of 1776, set there to defend the passage 
of the Post Road, that in those days came from the 
present line of Broadway across the meadows of the 
Dyckmans and passed their homes and that of their 
neighbors, the Nagels and Posts. Close to the point 
on the street structure at which another station, 
206th Street, is to be built, we pass the site of the 
one-time home of Abraham and Michael Dyckman, 
earnest patriots and guides, whose services to the 
American forces in Westchester earned for the for- 
mer a sudden death by a Tory bullet and for the lat- 
ter a home viciously reduced to ashes ere peace per- 
mitted his return to it. 

Among its ruins have been taken out, quite recent- 
ly, many reminders of those homely days that pre- 
ceded its occupancy by the unwelcome military ten- 
ants, and also several objects, such as grapeshot and 
parts of weapons, that remind us of the stirring 
scenes during which it provided convenient quar- 
ters for the British soldiery. ; 

Beyond it, on the still grassy banks of the hil- 
locks bordering the ‘“ Muscoota,” the marshy flat- 
lands along the Kill, are the ruined remains of an- 
other old home, the one-time charming “ Century” 
house, built: by Jan Nagle, second, before 1735, and 
burned by wanton carelessness in 1901,

embarrassment of riches so f2r as the public is con- 
cerned, which is at the same time a boon to the min- 
eralogist, in that it enables him to trace out facts 
which would of necessity be hidden from him if it 
were not for such institutions as museums. Still, the 
way out of the difficulty is simple enough. Make 
the mineral exhibits composed of distinct features so 
arranged as to be both attractive and instructive to 
all visitors. Keep other specimens where they can 
be seen when necessary. The purpose of a museum, 
a public museum, is distinctively educational—not for 
the scientist alone; rather for the public as a whole,” 
& &. & 

Dr. Bumpus was asked if this new plan meant a 
condensation of public exhibits. 

“Indeed it does,” he said. “And it means, 
that there will be no crowding of specimens. to such 
an extent that the eye is bewildered by their number, 
and the head tired in trying to distinguish one from 
the other. My idea is to mark each specimen briefly, 
plainly, simply. Then let the descriptive card that 
hangs in a frame on the case containing the speci- 
mens tell comprehensively and with brevity the 
meaning of the case’s contents. Now, to hark back 
a@ moment to the exhibit ‘illustrating the chase of the 
buffalo. If you will look at that you will see that the 
exhibit as a_ whole illustrates every feature in con- 
nection with the use of the buffalo—that is, the use 
to which he was put by Indians in former days. You 
will see the weapons of the chase, and you will also 
see just how the hide was cured, and the implements 
that were used. Now read the description, and I 
think you will understand the idea of the exhibit and 
what it shows. 

“Our storerooms are filled, as you see,” Dr. Bum- 
pus continued, “‘ with specimens of no interest to the 
public in particular, and which we have no intention 
of exhibiting in the regular exhibition rooms, unless 
there should be some special reason therefor. These 
specimens are arranged with absolute system, and 
are open to the student at any time. Their presence 
in the general public exhibits is unnecessary, but the 
museum would be lacking as a scientific institution 
if it failed to secure them.

is brought, and then we do not proceed with the case. 
The crying evil of this section of New York is in 
cases of abandonment, which occur with startling 
frequency. There is more than the usual reason for 
this, where Oriental and Eastern customs have been 
transplanted to this part of the world. In Turkey, 
for instance, a man {fs entitled to several wives, and 
when he wants to divorce one he is allowed a new 
wife in place of the one divorced. In foreign. coun- 
tries, when a Jew wants to get a divorce he goes to 
a rabbi and obtains a ‘ ghet,’ or divorce. ‘Not under- 
standing our laws, he obtains a ‘ ghet’ here, and im- 
mediately abandons his wife for a new one, 

“The poor woman sitting over there has been 
abandoned by her husband. She-has two little chil- 
dren and fs unable to go out to work, but does not 
want charity. We are trying to force her husband to 
support her. He was arrested, but could not furnish 
bond, and so was sent to Blackwell’s Island. His 
lawyer attempted to get him out on a technicality. 
The motion was defeated, and within twenty-four 
hours he gave bond and was released. He paid the 
woman a few dollars, through the City Department 
of Charities for the Outdoor Poor, but has now 
stopped, and we want to have the bondsman ‘ make 
good.’ 

“Another pathetic condition we have to meet fs 
the abandonment of children. Before last September 
the abandonment of children in New York was mere- 
ly a misdemeanor. When a father abandoned his 
child and left the State it was impossible for us to 
reach him. The new law makes this crime a felony. 

“This society could bring relief to the deserted 
families if we were in possession of proper means for 
tracing and running down the fugitives. For this 
purpose there should be attached to the east side 
branch an investigator or special detective, an ex- 
pense we are unable to meet at this time. 

“One feature of the work is to fight against the 

lackmailing schemes of men who deal in ocean 
steamship tickets from European ports to this coun- 
try. One case I might cite out of many is that of 
a woman who agreed, in the usual way, to buy a 
ticket on the installment plan. The price was $110, 
and in a year she managed to pay $90, then owing 
$20. The ticket was not produced, and she would 
have lost the entire amount if we had not interfered. 
Frequently men come over from Russia and plan to 
send for their families as soon as they can earn 
enough money to pay for the trip. After they have 
received the ticket (and paid about two-thirds on it)

“I do not pretend to say that all this is to be ac- 
complished ina day.

Of late, however, the Anglo-French entente has 
made its influence felt in the Managing Council, and 
the French majority has signified its willingness to 
the matter. Although the traffic of the 
canal has increased enormously since it was opened, 
this fact has had little appreciable effect upon the 
tariff, which has fluctuated in warious ways from 
10 francs per ton in 1870 to 7.75 francs per ton in 
the present year. The members of the Managing 
Council decline to say anything about the 
project, further than to deny that, whatever they 
might do, would not be through fear of the rivalry 
of the Panama Canal when completed. Whatever 
action might be lowering the rates on the 
present status, broadening the 
twin waterway—would be for the bene 
shipowners.

The lace is much finer than the point 
made in Ireland, and many noted and 
commented on its beauty. 

This point lace formed a series of points 
running up the skirt from a deep, solid 
border. In the front the centre point ex- 
tended clear to the waist line, and from 
this the points grew shorter until those 
on the train were not over fourteen inches 
in depth. 

The top of the robe had a Dutch neck 
“and a square removable guimpe formed 
lace, below which the corsage 
portion was drawn in, apparently by 
shirrings, about the waist and hips. A 
short, square bolero of Irish point match- 
ing the border of the gown was worn, 
and each sleeve was a full pufg of laca, 
with chiffon showing at the top. 

The voluminous tulle veil, a double one, 
fell around her like a mist, enveloping her 
from head to foot in both the front and 
the back. The two veils were gathered in 
alow very full ruche just back of the low, 
dark pompadour of her coiffure, 
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Point d’Angleterre lace formed the bri- 
dal robe of Miss Elizabeth Davis, now 
Mrs. John Kirkman Berry. This wedding 
was of much general interest, as the 
bride, who has for some time made her 
home in New York with her sister, Mrs. 
Fairfax Landstreet, is a niece of Mrs. 
Stephen B. Elkins and a. granddaughter 
of ex-Sfnator Henry Gassaway Davis, 
who ran for the Vice Presidency on the 
ticket with Judge Parker. Miss Pauline 
Morton,* daughter of Secretary Morton, 
and Miss Katharine Elkins, were among 
the attendants, and those who came on to 
New York to attend the wedding included 
Senator Elkins and Mrs. Elkins and Secre- 
tary Morton and Mrs. Morton. 

The wedding took place in St. Thomas’s 
Church, and was followed by a& reception 
at the St. Regis, so conveniently near 
that church that many are giving the 
wedding receptions there, saving the up- 
setting of their homes, and also proving 
most convenient to the guests. 

The picturesque church, a temporary 
structure built entirely of dark wood in- 
side the walls of the burned edifice, was 
a forest of dogberry, apple boughs, and 
other large boughs of Spring flowers, cov- 
ering the pillars from pews to ceiling, 
banking the walls, filling the chancel, and 
also fastened in profusion to the ends 
of the pews. Unfortunately, however, 
the day was an extremely hot one, and 
the flowers drooped perceptibly. 

The bride was escorted to the chancel 
and given in marriage by her uncle 
and guardian, Col. Davis. She wore a 
soft satin, probably a liberty, completely 
covered with flounces of point d’Angle- 
terre. 

The train was a long, round one, also 
flounced. The lace flounces were nine or 
ten inches deep, and overlapped the least 
bit. They extended from the waist line 
to the floor, and the bodice was draped 
with them. This bodice had a stock and 
small, square guimpe of tucked chiffon. 
Small puffs of chiffon extended from the 
shoulder seams out and_formed narrow 
puff epaulets over the lace flounces of the 
elbow sleeves. The bride being very tall 
and exceedingly slight, the many lace 
flounces and the shoulder puffs suited her, 

The bridal veil was a voluminous one to 
the end of the train, made of tulle and 
fastened behind her dark pompadour. 

The maid of honor and bridesmaids wore 
white Valenciennes frocks, trimmed with 
narrow ruffles of the same lace. The 
maid of honor, Miss Katharine Elkins, 
had a white silk underslip, the lace robe 
and a white sash; and the bridesmaids 
had pink slips and sashes. The brides- 
maids were the Misses Katharine Berry, 
Mary Wheeler, Kathleen Sheridan, and 
Lucy Young. The gowns were on Prin- 
cess lines, with sheath skirts, the ma- 
terial all over Valenciennes lace, divided 
every six inches by a three or four inch 
ruffle of Valenciennes. The girdles were 
quite wide and the satin streamers went 
nearly to the ends of the short trains. 

The shirred bodjces had Dutch necks, 
formed by the shaping of a band of Val- 
enciennes edging, some five inches broad, 
to fit the neck and open in front, the 


O prettier models for afternoon 
frocks could be desired than the 
frocks Worn by the bridesmaids 
at the recent weddings; many of 
these, by the removal of their 
yokes or guimpes, make charm- 
ing dinner robes as well. 

The graceful blue mull frocks worn by 
the attendants: of Miss Sara Frances 
Jenner, who married Dr, Ejnar Hansen a 
‘few days ago in the Church of the Epiph- 
any, were illustrations in point. 

These frocks were princess robes, with 
lace panels from yoke to feet and length- 
wise tucks and lace insertions at the 
sides and back, The skirt portions trailed 
a bit more in the back, touched at the 
sides and fronts, and were finished just 
above the two-inch hem by a cluster of 
three or four very narrow tucks. 

Valenciennes lace formed the yokes; the 
necks, tf the writer recalls aright, were 
round. The body of each robe was di- 
vided in panels by lengthwise groups of 
three: or- four narrow tucks, each group, 
say, an inch and a quarter wide, extending 
from the yoke to the group of tucks at 
the bottom. These groups were perhaps’ 
two inches apart at the waist line, sep- 
arating as they went up or down; between 
‘them were narrow insertions of valen- 
elennes. 

The-panel fronts were close fitting and 
formed of inoh-wide valenciennes inser- 
tions joined together and slanting in to- 
ward the centre, and up at the outside, 
each:strip ending in a picket poirt. Pale 
blue: velvet ribbon, perhaps three-fourths 
of an inch wide, crossed the lace panel, 
;forming crosses or Xs, each end of the 
‘welvet terminating in a tiny bow at the 
, Picket. points of lace. At a guess, these 
bows appeared on avery fourth picket 
point of the panel from the yoke to just 
below the waist. 
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The-«sleeves were exceedingly summery 
looking as well as the frocks, They were 
large single puffs of the blue mull ending 
just around the elbows and were covered 
from top to bottom with narrow ruffles, 
say an.inch and a half wide, of yvalen- 
ciennes lace, each ruffle overlapping the 
head of that beneath, but 
crisply out so that glimpses of the blpe 
foundation could be seen. Wider ruffles 
of lace finished the elbow bands. 

The hats were rather small French 
hats of pale blue Neapolitan, rolled at both 
sides, but most at the left and turned up 
at the back, The whole of the back and 
the rolled left side were. covered with 
white lilacs massed flatly against the 
brim, and these extended around, forming 
bandeaus at the right. From the crown 
two pale blue ostrich tips swept softly 
across the crown and down over 
lilacs. The attendants carried armfuls of 
white lilacs and the church was decorated 
with both white and mauve lilacs. 

Mrs. Faneuil S. D. Bethune, a sister 
of the bride, was her maid of honor, 
and the other attendants were a younger 
sister, Miss Anna J. Jenner, whose en- 
gagement to Sterling T. Foote, a grand- 
son of the Rev. Thomas Hastings, D. D., 
Was announced several weeks since; Miss 
Edith Van Rensselaer MclIlvaine, Mrs. 
Howard Key Bartow, Mrs. John Izaard 
Middleton, and Miss Emilia de Apezteg- 
uia, the latter daughters of the late Mar- 
quis de Apezteguia. 

The bride’s gown was one of the most 
summery and youthful of the recent bri- 
dal gowns, and will be worn by Mrs. 
Hansen when she makes her bow this 
Summer at the Court of Denmark. Dr. 
Hansen has taken his bride to Denmark 
for the Summer. His father received 
‘from the late King, father of Queen Alex- 
andra, the title of Cancileraad, the equiv- 
alent of the English knighthood. 

This wedding gown was white chiffon, 
@ princess, close at the waist line and 
spreading from that point, full folds to 
the floor. The train, not very long, was 
round, very full, and, like the entire 
skirt, was trimmed and bordered with 
Irish point lace, the lace being designed 
and made egpecially for the bride at the 
Marchesa Gughimni's Schola di Brazzi, in 
Rome, Italy, this being a branch of the 
Femminiji Italiane- recently started in 
Rome by the Princessa di Brazzi in order 
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necks being lower {in the front than the 
back. The elbow sleeves were puffs of 
the all-over Valenciennes ruffles. They 
were most summery looking gowns, and 
the bride’s was quite the most filmy and 
cool looking bridal gown so far of the 
season, 

The hats of the attendants were enor- 
mous, of pale yellow straw, with im- 
mensely wide brims and crowns perhaps 
én inch and a half high. Huge pink 
roses filled in around the crowns and par- 
tially covered them as well as the brims. 
These roses were arranged flatly, and 
showed inconspicuous foliage. The brims 
were quite as wide in the back as else- 
where, and from the head bandeaus were 
probably built out with tulle, but those 
did not show. 

Each girl carried a sheaf of shaded and 
very large pink roses, so arranged that 
many of the roses exterded from the rib- 
bon-tied section downward as well as up- 
ward, 

There was also a bevy of four girl 
tots ranging from four to six years of 
age, all nieces of the bride, who were 
charming in their hatless heads, white 
Valenciennes slips ruffled with Valen- 
ciennes, and having wide pink sashes. 
Hach carried a leghorn hat basket filled 
with-pink roses. 

Mrg. Landstreet, a sister of the bride, 
wore a princess robe of white guipure lace 
ever white silk and a white plumed hat. 

Mrs. Paul Morton, who came with her 
husband, Secretary Morton, was in a 
white walking costume of most unusual 
materia] for a coat costume of the utility 
type. It had a three-quarter length, 
three-quarter fitting coat, and a skirt 
that cleared the floor fully four inches, 
and had insertiong and flouncings of 
heavy white lace matertal, evidently a 
figured or embroidered linen. The linen, 
or whatever it was, was divided into 
strips some three or four inches wide, 
each marked nearly its whole width by 
spear-point designs an inch and a half 
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side and upper part of the rather close 
coat sleeve section. 

Topping this costume, which, by the 
way, had a@ quite long skirt, was a white 
chip hat turned up very high at the right 
side, where masses of blue hydrangea 
blossoms were massed, and bands of blue 
moiré ribbon could be seen. This ribbon 
was also folded around the crown and 
appeared at the back in chous against 
the bandeau, 
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One of the prettiest organdy frocks yet 
noted also blossomed out at this cere- 
mony. It had a white ground and clusters 
of palest pink roses with the faintest pos- 
sible foliage in large leaves. It was worn 
over a soft pale-pink slip. It was a prin- 
cess robe, and the bodice top was formed 
of strips of the organdie just wide enough 
to show single roses joined by inch-wide 
Valenciennes insertions, and was shaped 
into a girdle ‘of five-inch-wide Valen- 
ciennes insertions. 

The skirt was formed of panels of the 
organdie joined by inch-wide insertions of 
the same lace, Each panel was tucked 
lengthwise from the waist line, down 
some nine inches, there being five tiny 
tucks in each panel. This paneling ter- 
minated perhaps four inches below the 
knees, each panel being pointed and out- 
lined by the lace insertion, and each point 
being also outlined by ruffling of the lace 
an inch and a half wide joined to the 
lower end of the pointed extensions. These 
points hung loosely over a triple flounce 
arrangement of the organdie. The basis 
of these was a deep shaped flounce of the 
organdie edged with lace and having on it 
three overlapping circular flounces of the 
organdie, each edged with an inch-wide 
ruffle of the Valenciennes. 

The top of the gown was an old-fash- 
foned, round-necked gathered tucker of 
white net, the pointed neck, as low as the 
Dutch sort, having a band of heavy white 
lace as a finish, the net being shirred 


White and black silk with black silk and lace trimmings, 


apart, the strips being joined by heavy 
lace, The coat was bordered by the lace, 
and the sleeves, of a bit more than elbow 
length, had cuffs and collar of it. The 
skirt appeared to be formed of insertions 
of the material and lace running around. 
It was finished by a lace and linen 
flounce some nine inches wide, and 
seemed to have another one two or three 
inches above it. The coat came to within 
sixteen inches or so of the skirt’s edge. 
Her hat, of medium size and white chip, 
was trimmed with white ostrich plumas. 

A handsome white linef gown worn by 
@ young girl at this wedding was the 
heavy, soft material, with a skirt formed 
of many panel-shaped gores that tapered 
in to the waist line with the closeness of 
a circular skirt, and formed a sheath. 
These panels, of course, widened as they 
grew near the bottom, and each one had 
an enormous white flower nearly the 
whole width of the panel embroidered on 
it. These flowers were twelve inches 
across, and from each one a spray of 
leaves, five in number, embroidered in 
outline, extended up each panel to a point 
above the knees. At the bottom there was 
a three-inch plain hem. 
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The bodice had a stock and square 
guimpe of Irish crochet. The bodice itself 
was embroidered in irregular scallops 
where it lapped over on the guimpe. It 
was square at the top, and had six half- 
inch plaits, over the tops of which the em- 
broidery passed. These tucks turned from 
the centre and gave spring over the bust; 
at the bottom the material was plaited in 
under a five-inch girdle made of inch- 
wide bias linen folds with pearl buckles, 
one at the front, the other at the back. 
In the centre front of the corsage was a 
flower matching those on the panels, but 
only eight inches across, and on each side 
of it was a spray ofsthe leaves. The back 
was similarly done, only there were two 
flowers, one on each side, and the leaves 
extended up the centre, covering the over- 
lapping sections that invisibly closed the 
Vodice. 

The sleeves were a new design ana ex- 
tended nearly to the knuckles, the lower 
edge forming a cuplike flare from the 
wrists out, and having at each seam a lit- 
tle V-shaped design in Irish crochet in- 
serted, the sharp point turning upward. 
These Vs were three ifches long and gave 
most of the flare to the linen extension. 
The linen was hemmed an Inch deep, and 
a border ruffle of Valenciennes lace was 
set in under the edge all around. The top 
of the sleeves was quite large and full, 
the general shape of the sleeves being a 
leg-of-mutton from, the top to the elbow 
and a coat sleeve from the elbow to the 
wrists. Each top had a large flower em- 
broidered on it, and the leaves trailed 
from it down over the elbow and the out- 


into it. This tucker had shirrings every 
inch and ended under the overlapping 
bodice, The latter was also edged by 
heavy lace an inch wide, having little 
points, and also openings through which 
pink liberty satin was run, this ribbon 
being tied in the centre front with bows 
four inches and ends six inches long. 
The sleeves were full puffs of the om 
gandie ending several inches above the 
elbows in bands af heavy white lIaca 
having pink ribbon run through and tied 
at the outside in bows matching that on 
the bodice. Double ruffles of white net, 
each edged with a two-inch Valenciennes 
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the bottom of the mull folds, where they 
taper into points in the centre, is a tiny 
bow of much deeper-colored chiffon taf- 
feta. Below this, where the Valenciennes 
flounces. meet in the centre, is a much 
wider, looser bow of Valenciennes. This 
lace bow is made of a band of lace insér- 
tion three inches wide, bordered on each 
side and the énds by Valenciennes ruf- 
fles some two inches wide. 

Each sleeve is made of two very wide 
bands of Valenciennes insertion, joined at 
the under-arm seam, the points of the 
edges divided on the top of each sleeve by 
a lengthwise-tucked section of the yellow 
mull five inches broad. Just above the 
elbow is a two-inch cuff of Valenciennes 
banding, finished by a five-inch flounc- 
ing of the same lace. Where the lace 
joins the cuff a narrow fold of the yellow 
taffeta is wound, and tied at the outside 
seam in a tiny bow, and where each cuff 
joins the sleeve there is a similar twist. 

The body of the coat, which meets at 
the bust line only and then Sweeps apart, 
the lower edges being nearly two feet 
apart, has each front of a very wide Va- 
lenciennes flouncing, the front edges be- 
ing pointed, or rather in sharp scallops. 
It is plaited at the top under the arms 
and also across the back under the fichu, 
the back being of the allover lace, fin- 
ished at the bottom by a ruffle joined to 
the all-over and extending to the scallops 
in the front, of ten-inch Valenciennes 
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A charming hat seen at the Lefferts- 
Wetherill wedding on a brunette with 
rich coloring was a modified tricorne 
shape of pale blue Neapolitan. It had a 
bandeau all the way around and covered 
with ruchings of pale blue tulle with 
lilies of the valley at the back. The crown 
was trimmed with a narrow boxplaiting 
of inch-wide pale-blue velvet ribbon, 
above which puffed out a wider plaiting 
of tulle. At the left and back were massed 
lilies of the valley and sprays of mignon- 
ette, and from the centre of this large 
chou of pale white and dull green rose a 
slender black aigrette, giving character 
and distinction to the hat.

Interesting Experiments Now Being Conducted by Dr. Bergen 
Davis at Columbia Along the Lines Suggested by Bartoli.

HENRY HENDRICKSEN, 
The new tiger trainer at Bostock’s, 
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1881 he performed an experiment with this as the ob- 
ject and claimed success. He arranged a conducting 
film of sliver so that it could be moved with very 
great velocity, the ends of the film bcing connected 
with a galvanometer. The film was then set in mo- 
ticn while a bright ray of sunlight fell upon it. 

Iartoll claims that when light was thus allowed 
to fall on the moving film a small deflection was ob- 
served, thus indicating the presence of a current of 
clectricity. He also states that when the film was at 
rest there was no deflection; also, upon reversing the 
direction of the motion of the film, the deflcction of 
the gulvanometer was reversed. 

Believing that the confirmation of such a direct 
conversion of the electro-magnetic waves of light into 
électricity was of fundamental importance, the writer 
of thts article has constructed a more sensitive ap- 
paratus than that of Bartoli, designed upon a some- 
whac different plan. The method employed was to 
place a thin film of silver on a glass plate or disk, 
(A in Figs. I., IIl.,) which was so thin as to be 
translucent. The ends of this film were connected by 
wires (w w) running through a hollow steel axle (B) 
to a very sensitive galvanometer. 

S S & 

The di¢k carrying the film was then set in motion, 
making approximately 200 revolutions a second, and 
sunlight concentrated upon the film by means of a 
powerful lens, (X.) 

In the first experiments performed some slight de- 
lections of the galvanometer were noticed, but in 
later trials, when greater care was taken to avoid all 
extraneous causes of disturbance, no deflection could 
be obtained on the galvanometer, no matter whether 
the film was revolving rapidly or was entirely at rest. 

Prof. Bartoli only performed one experiment, and 
sent the result of his work in a sealed packet to the 
Academy of Science at Florence, with the condition 
that it wes not to be opened for twenty years. His 
object, as he himself states, was to obtain priority 
of claim to the discovery if thereafter the effect 
should be obtained by any later investigators. It is 
my opinion, however, in view of my experiments with 
the more sensitive instruments now at the disposal of 
physicists, and in view of Bartoll’s single experiment 
{nm 1881, that the effect he observed was in all prob- 
ability due to outside electrical disturbances. That 
light may be converted into electricity is no doubt a 
possibility, but theory seems to indicate that if any 
effect {s obtained it is probably tco small to be 
meesured by any instrument now known to science. 
Despite Bartoli’s claim to priority, therefore, the field 
is sti open and invites others to come forward with 
a direct proof of the electro-magnetic theory of light.
